Hia EXGELLENCTS VISIT TO THE 
JNTEMOR. j - • 

The bonofits accruing to this province, 
directly and indirectly, from the vice 
regal visit will bo permanent and fur- 
reaching. Last year Manitoba and tho 
Northwest had the priviletre of an cstond- 
•d trip by Hifl Excellency and suite to tlie 
boteof the Rocky mountnina and tlie re- 
sults oHhat visit were almost inuiiodiato- 
ly made manifest by tho commencement 
of a tide of immigration which will con- 
tinue till that vast region— somewhat in- 
definitely known aa the fertile bolt— la 
peopled by a thrifty population. Not 
only in the Eastern provinces and States, 
but in Great Britain and outhu continent 
of Europe theGovernor-fleneral'aspeeches 
;ind the correspondence and illuatrationa 
(if the uentlenien who accompanied him 
were disseminated. Millions of people in 
the over-populated sections nf the old and 
new world.s have had their attention 
drawn by that trip to tho great North- 
-west arid hundreds of thousands will fol- 
low those wlio have preceded them to 
those boundle.s.s and fertile prairies. 
Similar results are certain to tlow from 
the use of tho same moans west (jf the 
Rockies, though of course on a smalloi- 
scale. Tho attention of the outside world 
is already being drawn by the royal visit 
to British Columbia, which was designated 
by Lord Duflerin as a "glorious province. " 
'I'here is reason to believe that Lord Lnrm- 
has been similarly impressed with llu' 
charming salubrity of the climnte, tho 
varied character of tho resoiircoa and 
the grandeur of the scenery "f the pro- 
vince. Tho yreat agricultural capabilities 
of the lower Fraser have been brought 
under his observation and the fact noted 
ihat a compreliensive system of dyking 
and drainage would render cultivable 
many thousands of acres of the best bot- 
tom lands. Now Westminster district 
itself, if its resources were developed td 
tho utmost e.xtent by a thickly settled, 
thrifty farming community would 
more than sustain the present population 
of the entire province. In passing 
through the Cascade range His E.Kcellency 
was convinced that Canadians need not 
go to Europe for Alpine scenery. They 
have plenty of it of tho grandest descrip- 
tion in their own domains and before tiio 
present decade shall have closed not tlie 
least of the attractions of a trip across the 
continent on the C. P. R. will be the 
•ubiime views along the canons of the 
Fraser. Those mountains are not witli 
out numerous secluded and picturesque 
valleys whose close pro.ximity to the great 
transcontinental railway will in a fow 
years niaks thorn most desirable locations 
lor settlement. On the eastern side of 
this backbone of the province a great 
plateau is entered upon, and of this the 
Marquis has seen sufficient to impress 
him with its wonderful oxtijnt and capa- 
bilities. From Cook's Ferry to Cache 
Creek, from Cache Creek to Kainloops 
and from thenco to Spellamechecr. and 
Okanagan, is a district of coun- 
try the resources of which are alniust 
illimitable. Not ten per cent, of tJiis 
fertile area is at present occupied for 
farming purposes in consequence of irri 
gation being more or loss necessary. 
But with proper irrigating machinery on 
the main Thompson from Cook's Ferry to 
Savona, the south and north branches 
down to lAkes Shuswap on the east and 
Clearwater on the north, this immense 
area could be transformed into a 
region as celebrated for its grain and 
other farm produce aa it now is for its 
famous bunch grass beef. The portion of 
country just mentioned forms, however, 
but a small percentage of tho interior. Pos- 
sessing equally good irrigatins: facilities — 
Nicola and Kootcnay, tho Fraser valley 
from above Lytton, the beautiful plateaus 
on Pavillion, Canoe and Dog Creeks, the 
far-stretching plains of Chilcotin, are all 
susceptible of profitablo occupation for 
farming purposes if sufiiciontly'irrigatod 
from tno rivers and mountain streams 
or by means of artesian wells. With the 
present farming area increased an hund- 
redfold there would still be vast tracts re- 
maining for stock ranges among the 
foot hills and on tho rolling prairies that 
are unfitted for tillage. Agriculture and 
stock raising are but two of the British 
Columbia indu.ntries that Hia E.xcellenty's 
attention has been drawn to. While ;it 
Burrard Inlet he had an opportunity of 
observing the scale upon which the lunib- 
erirg interests are conducted. This in- 
dustry is capable of great extension along 
the coast of both the mainland and \'im- 
oouver Island. With markets for the pro- 
duce of our forests in South Americi, 
Australia, China, Japan and other por- 
tions of the world continually opening up 
it will readily bo perceived that this in- 
dustry is only in its infancy. The same 
remarks are applicable to the coal mining 
operations at present confined to a small 
urea about Nanaimo and Wellington. The 
demand for our excellent bitumenou'i coal 
— the quality of which is superior to any 
yet discovered in the neighboring terri- 
tories and states — is increasing from year 
to year and with foreign and home con- 
sumption must soon ussunie gigantic pro- 
portions. The Oovernor-(!eiicral will 
have noticed also that the iishories of 
this province in a very few years bid fair 
to eclipse those of any other country. 
They are already of more real benefit — 
confined as they are almost to salmon 
alone — than all the gold mining that was 
ever carried on at Cariboo, although the 
product of tho mines foot up many mil- 
lions of dollars. With agricultural, graz- 
ing, lumbering, co.al, gold and silver min- 
ing, fishery and other resources, none of 
which has escaped the keen observation 
of the Marquis, it has certainly been im- 
pressed upon his mind and upon the minds 
of our distinguished visitors that as a field 
for immigration BritiKhColunibiaofl'er.s in- 
ducements of great variety and no mean 
order. It is to be expected that the vast 
open country on the other side of our 
eaatorn border will absorb the lion's share 
of immigrants from all parts of the world 
for years to come, yet a not inconsider- 
able per cenlage should, and will bo drawn 
to our shores when our superior attrac- 
tions in many respects, particularly in 
climate, are properly made known. That 
this will be done, all who heard Lord 
Lome's masterly speech at the banquet 
\aii night and all who may hereafter read 
it cannot for ono moment be doubted. 
The Pacific .Province will not bo forgotten 
by our Royal visitors as soon as tho Rocky 
Mountains divide them from us. In Ot- 
tawa, in London, in many of the groat 
centres of population and influence in tho 
old.world they will make it known that a 
coinpetency, a comfortablo homo, a fair 
prospect of wealth and position are await- 
ing immigrants of sober and--induatrious 
habits who may seek a new field of labor 
in this province.

ESQUIIVIALT ELECTION lYIATTER. 

Supromo Court. 

' . (Be^ntha Hon. Mr. Justlce.Oray.) 

, ,In the jmatter'of M. Muir against, the 
return of J. R; Hett a.» representative of 

Esquinudt electoral district. 

Our reporter wa.s pfesiMit only at the 
commoncemeiit ot Tluir.siiiiy'a proceed- 
ings; hence we did not fiiriiisli :i report 
of the legal argument whicli took place. 

.Vs however, the stat<'ii\ent of proceed- 
ings w!iiclia|)pear8 in tho government or- 
gan(which by the way like ousolves Iiad 
no reporter present) is inaccurate and 
calculated to deceive, we ap[iend a trust- 
worthy report taken from the notes of 
petitioners counsel. 

Mr. McElmon for the pliiintitf. 

The like principles should apply as in a 
case at n'm pmis: the plaintifi' must 
prove his case relying on his own 
strength, not tlie weakness of his adver- 
sary. If he doe.s not do so ho is noii- 
auited. Xo hero the plaiiititl' has not 
proved tho facts stated in his petition 
hence it fails to tho ground . 

1. He alleges but has not proved that 
tho petitioner voted dnd had a right to 
vote. 

2. He has not proved lhat Mr. (', I']. 
Pooley was a iluly i|UaliHed candidate. 

His Lurd.ship referred to hia note.s and 
remarked that evi<lence as to tile first ob- 
jection iiad been waived as the counsel on 
both sides on the oth Oct. had agreed 
tliat the ,so/,' quf.'^tioii to be tleeided 
was wliethor the votes ca.st were legal or 
not. The second point w.i.s a matter for 
argument nut evidence. 

Counsel argued lliiit "Lavciuler " had 
not been shewn to be an alien. Tu have 
voted unless a British subject would have 
expo.sed him to a penalty; the law pre- 
sumes innocence and will presiiniu Laven- 
der duly naturalized iiiitii the contrary 
be shown. "MeC'reiy on election" (.Amer- 
ican page 219.) Furtliennoi'L' objections 
should havo been taken at tho polls or at 
the revision and was now too late. Hod- 
gins election law page 100 and Rogers on 
elections citing .also V>'olfor(iaMi i>ii lilec- 
tions. 

.•Vs to "Scott" coun.s!.'! comiueiitcd cm 
the evidence and aubuiittt-d tliat the in- 
ference to be drawn from the statement 
of tho U. S. consul that the rule requir- 
ed all privates serving in the army to be- 
come naturalized and jiroof that .Scott 
had served in the army was to be receiv- 
ed as proof of Scott's alienage in pre- 
ference til Scott'.s .statement that lie Iiad 
never taken the oath. .As to 

III.NOI.K 

Tho .'ichedulu iniperativi'lj] riMiuired the 
ballot to be niarkeil in tho presence of the 
agents and the law could not be diapeiia- 
ed with. It wa.s immaterial whether ob- 
jection was taken or nut, i)arlic;i eoiild 
not waivo tho requirements of the law. 
The sciiedulo was aa much imperative aa 
the statute as section 25 of the ballot 
Act makes the schedule a part of tho .Acl. 

Mr. Pollard foliijwed and i)roposed to 
first address tho court on the subject of 
persons being on two register.',. It is ne- 
cessary for petitioner to prove persons 
are on two registers and to do that peti- 
tioner must produce tho best evidence 
which would be tho original claim to vote 
and which in tiie cases of Whetstone and 
.Semplo had not been produced, and 
tliose docuinunts had not been pro<luced. 

Whetstone, Semplo and Muir would 
havo been guilty oi an ofTenco had they 
voted whilst their names remained on 
two lists, tho presumption was in favor 
of innocence. No orii,'inal retjiater had 
been produced to shew that Semple or 
Whitstono's name was on the Cariboo 
register, tho one produced was secondary 
evidence only and not receivable. 

.\gaiii us to Semplo and Whitstone 
their names were not legally on tlie Cari- 
boo register. It liiid been proved that 
theae parties registerei! in Cariboo prior 
to the year lS7o and had not rej^istered 
there since. Now tho (). and K. of V. 
Act 1875, aunuls all registration u|i to 
that time and recjuirea new lists to be 
made. The returning officer it ap|ji-ared 
had carried on the old lists whicli he wixa 
expressly prohibited from doing. Hence 
Semple and Whitstono's names after 1875 
were improperly on the C'lribou list , in 
fact ill contemplation of law W(;r(! not 
there at all and hence they had i)erfoct 
right to register in Cariboo. 

Moreover, as regards Whetstone there 
was no .atleiMpI by any iiiiid of evidenci? 
to prove that he liad ever bi'en on the 
Cariboo register aa the evidoiiee on that 
point had been read only in the ca.se of 
Semple. 

Muir'saiiplic.atiou to retjisi eiMt Nanaimo 
was not in aceordauce with tlie statute 
and hence his name never had been le- 
gally on tho N.anaimo register. 

Petitioner must prove collector of 
voters did his duty and every fact iiocos 
sary to show proper regiatratioii, fiiiling 
which hia case fails. 

Respecting Sylvi^sler's action in re- 
counting tho ballot.s that rendered a 
scrutiny impossible. In re Montreal 
central election 1878 reported in Canada 
law journal. Moreovor he had not com- 
plied with section 2C of tliii "ballot Act. " 

Argument for petitioner was closed 
about 0,30 p. m. and up jii his lordship 
asking counsel for the petitioner if he 
was ready to rejily, Mr. Davie stated 
that no further time was required; that 
all the points raised by respondents coun- 
sel had been anticijiated by the petitioner 
and that he proposed to proceed at once 
and conclude the argument to-niglit. 

Mr. Davie proposed to deal with each 
point made by res|M)iideius counsel but 
would firstly and principally deal with 
four cardinal objections. 

1. Aa to the effect of the Act of 187:", 
in requiring a now register. 

2. The allcLjed irregular claim of Muir 
to vote at Xanaimo which it was alleged 
rendered his registration there v<ud. 

3. Alleged irregularities of returning 
officer. 

4. Qualification of Mr. Pooley as a 
candidate. 

While it was true that Q. and R. of 

V. Act 1876 annulled all previous lists 
and required fresh registration, counsel 
for respondent had overlooked the fact 
that under section 7 tho governor in 
council had power to exempt any elector- 
al district from tho operation of the .\ct 
and to continue tho former register of 
voters in such district and this had been 
done as tothodi.strict ofCarihoo as appear- 
ed by proclamation, dated May 2nd 1875 
and counsel proceeded to quote from tlie 
government, gazette of that date to shew 
that the old register had boon continued. 

Mr. Pollard objected to the product- 
ion of tho gazette, as which was ovidonce 
only and should have been produced be- 
fore. 

Mr. Davie cited Taylor on evidonco 
page 23 to shew that the court is bound 
to take judibial notice of the gazette on 
its mere production. 

Tho judge admitted the gazette. 

Mr. Davie proceeded to argue that 
Muir had been regularly placou on the 
Nanaimo list. He is to be considered 
aa party to this petition (Hodgin's on 
elections page Gi) and cannot be now al- 



lowed to stultify liimsolf by shewing that ■ 
hia own doliberato act of registering at j 
Nanaimo, had been improperly done. 
Counsel cited the cases of Davies vs. j 
Hopkins 3 C. B. U; S. Stowe Jo- 
liffe"9 L. R." 0. P. and Hay ward w. I 
Scott, L. R. 5 C. P. D. to shew that no j 
defect ill a voters claim to vote could in- i 
validate the register or deprive him of his 
right to vote. I 

The judge on account of the lateness of | 
the hour thought it would be best toad- ' 
journ tho ai^ument and at the suggest- | 
ion of the counsel post|)oned the further j 
hearing until Saturday at 11 o'clock. j 

The leai nod judge asked the counsel 
engaged to direct their attention to the 
ipiestioii of costs and to the order which 
the court had power to make in -connect- 
ion with that subject.

F. Tilbury charg- 
ed with pointing a yuii at a man acting as 
bailill' named IJamptoH, was discharged 
as the prosecutor did not appear and 
there was no further evidence.

William .lohns was charged with iisiiiL; 
obscene language on Welch, Rithet A 
Co. 'a wharf <ui the 21st inat. , while hav- 
ing charge of a licensed express wagon. 

Mr. C. Wilson from the oflico of Mr. 
T. Davie, appeared for the prisoner and 
pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. Lockhart, the wharfinger, atateil 
the circumstances of the accused's being 
forbidden to come on tho wharf, and of 
his afterwards being allowed to come 
down to turn his horse round, during 
which the abusive, obscono and threat- 
ening languatio complained of took place. 
He returned a second time and waa or- 
dered off, though every effort was mado 
to get him to gu quietly. 

'I'he facts of the case wore corroboratinl 
by Patrick Farrell^ night-watchman and 
Samuel Booth, assistant wharfinger. 

Mr. C. Wilson contended that the 
worst language used by the accused was 
an oath, and that profanity which should 
have boon charged waa not mentioned in 
the by-law under which tho case was 
brought. 

The accused being sworn stated in de- 
fence that he ought to have boon warned 
not to come on the wharf, on the street. 
He entered by the middle passiige between 
two buildings, and when stopped his 
horao's forefeet were on the wharf, and he 
could not back up again. He had some 
baggage placed in hie waggon by Mr. 
Trutch or hia servant, which was after- 
wards taken out through tho wharfinger's 
representations, and he admitted ho used 
some abusive language thereat. 

Supt. O'Connor gave tho antecedents 
of tho accused, showing he had been twice 
summoned before cither for violent con- 
duct or tibuso. 

His honor said the accused's statement 
had not improved the ca."io, which showed 
that a man of his character should not be 
entrusted with a liconso at all. The 
whole matter of public vehicles required 
thorough revision. As the accused \ra9a 
married man however, he would only fine 
him jilO and .?2 coats to bo levied by dis- 
tress. Tho accused ptiid the fine. 

The case of William Riley charged with 
assaulting R. U. Fitzgerald on the high 
Huiis, was remanded for one day.

His Excellency said — 

Mit. Mayok and Gkntlemex: It is, I 
assure you with more than common feel- 
ings of gratitude' t'hat I rise to ask you 
to accept my acknowledgments and thanks 
for this evening's entertainment. The 
reception the Princess and I have met 
with in Victoria and throughout Britisli 
Columbia will long live in our memory as 
one of tho brightest episodes of a. time 
which has been made delightful to us by 
the heartfelt loyalty of the people of our 
Canadian Provinces. Nowhere has tho 
contentment insured by British institu- 
tions been more strongly expressed than 
on these beautiful shores of the Pacific. 
(.Applause.) I am rejoiced to observe 
signs that the days are now passed when 
we had to lyok upon this coinniuiiity as 
one too remote and too sundered from 
the rest to share to tho full the rapid in- 
crease in prosperity which has been re- 
markable since tlie union. Attracted at 
first by the capricious temptations of the 
gold mines, your valleys were inundated 
by a large |)opuhitiori. It was not to bo 
expected that this Could last, and al- 
though population declined with the tem- 
porary decrease of mining, it is evident 
that the period of depression in this aa in 
other niatteis has been passed. (Ap- 
plause.) I have everywhere seen signs 
that a more stable and therefore more sa- 
tisfactory emigration has set in. Victo- 
ria has made of late a decided start. I 
visited with much pleasure many of the 
factories which witness to this, and 1 
hope before 1 leave to have made a still 
more exhaustive e.xamination of tlio es- 
tablishments which are rapidly rising 
among you. That the wares produced 
by those are appreciated beyond 
the limits ot the city, is very 
evident throughout tho Province where 
cleanliness is ensured by Pendray & Co. 's 
\'ictori:i siia[) and comfort or at Ifiist con- 
tentment and consolation by Kurtz's Vic- 
toria cigars. (Loud laughter and ap- 
plause.) No words can be too strong to 
express the eliarni of this delightful land 
where the climate softer and nuire con- 
stant than that of the south of England 
insures at all times of the year a full cii- 
joyiiient of the wonderful loveliness c)f 
nature around you. There is no doubt 
that any Canadian who visits this laluiul 
and tho mainland shores and sees the 
haiipineas of tho people, the forest laden 
coast, the tr.-iiiquil gulfs anil glorious 
mountains can but congratulate hiiu.self 
that his country po.ssessos seones of such 
jierfect beauty. (.Applause.) Wo who 
have been so much touched by tho warmth 
of your welcome will, 1 am sure, syiupa- 
ihizo with the desire' which will be felt 
by every travelled Canadian in the fu- 
ture that every .•ilternative year at least 
the Dominion Parliament should meet in 
Xew \S'estiiiinatur, Nuiiaiiiio and Vic 
toria (laughter and applause) where men 
seem to live with such comfort, regret 
will inevitably arise that you have as yet 
so few to share your good fortune. Though 
your revenue is at least a million dollars 
there are only twenty thousand white 
men I believe over the li.lO.OOO 
square miles of tho province. Vari- 
ous causes, the most formidable of these 
being the physical, have hitherto contri- 
buted to this. The physical diflieultiea, 
tremendous as they are, are being rapidly 
conquered. There is no cause why any 
of a dHlerent character should not bo sur- 
mounted with equal success. \N'hat is 
wanted to effect this object is only cor- 
dial co-operation with the central govern- 
ment. (Cheers.) There was perhaps a 
time when the governor general would 
not have been regarded, in his official 
capacity at all events, with as niiich 
favor as 1 flatter myself may now be the 
case. (Loud applause) No wonder 
that the feeling is changed now that the 
circumstances are better understood for I 
challenge anyone to mention any case in 
which a government ruling over a coiiv- 
p.aratively small population of four and a 
half millions has ever done so much as 
has the Canadian government to insure 
for this furthest province the railway 
communication which is an essential ben- 
efit for the development uf the resources 
of the land. (Cheering.) Mr. Fiuncia 
will back me I am certain when I siiy 
that the I'liited States with a poi)iilation 
of fifteen or twenty millions when Cali- 
fornia was first settled in 1841) did nnt 
pu.sh the railway through to the Pacific 
coast in the vigm'ous manner in which 
the Canadiitii government is now doing, 

I have full conlidencc that you will see 
that pidicy of enterprise and of iu,stice 
nobly carried out, Farly prouii.ses if 
made too hastily slioived that if there 
was jjrofoniid ignorance of the physical 
geography of your country there was at 
all events profound good will; later 
events have proved that in siiite of all 
obstacles "svliere there is a will there is 
a way." (Loud cheers.) Pfidt; iii na- 
tional feeling has made the country 
strain every nerve to bind still further 
with the .sentiment of confidence tho 
unity of the confederation. Where 
is now the old talk wdiich we used to 
hear fioiii a few of the fainthearted uf 
the last generation of a change in destiny 
or of annexation. (Cheers.) It does 
not exist. To be sure, here I have 
heard some v.igue terror expressed, but

our time, but I will suggest to you from 
the healthy signs and vitality I ace around 
1110 that your time has not yet conio. 
Your object now is to live and for that 
[lurpose to get ytuir enterprises and your 
railways aa part of your assets. (.Ap- 
plause.) The rest will follow in time, 
but at tho present moment we must con- 
cern ourselves with (jraotiiial politic^. 
(.Applause.) Let us look beyond this i.s- 
laud and beyond even those difficult 
mounti^ins and see what our neighbors 
and friends to the south of us are about. 
.An army of workmen exactly double tliat 
now employed in this [irovince are driving 
with a speed wliich seems wcuidcrful, a 
railway through to the coast. In another 
year or two, a large traffic, encouraged by 
the competition in freights betwepii it, 
the Central and the Southern F'acific 
will have boon acquirod. Von are \>y 
the very nature of tilings heavily handi- 
capped here, and ;i trade, as you know, 
once eitablished is not easily rivalled. 
T'ake care that you are in tho market iw 
this competition at as early a day as pos- 
sible. When you arc as rich aa Califor- 
nia and have as many public 
work.s as Qifeepaland it may be 
time for you to recotisidor your 
position. There is no raaeon to doubt 
that the population attracted to you as 
soon as you have a line through the 
mountains will be the population ^yhich 
we moat desire to have, a people like that 
of the old Imperial Inlands drawn from 
the strongest races of northern Europe, 
one that with English, Amcriean, Irish, 
(ieriiiaii. Froiicli and Scandinavian bhiod 
shall be A, worthy son of the old Mother 
of Natipns. (Loud pheera.) Only last 
week in seven days no less than 9(X) 
peopljB came to San Francjsco by tfio 
pv«rjand rout* Irom th^ East. Your pa«a 



will bo tho same, if with a "strung pull 
and u pull altogether' yoti get your pub- 
lic works completed. I have spoken of 
your being in somo respects pretty heavi- 
ly handicapped.' In saying this I refer to 
the agricultural e.-ip.'ibilit ie,s of the jim- 
vince alone Of coiirsi' you have nothing 
like the amount of available agricuUiinii 
hind that the central provinces possess. 
Vet it seems to nie you have enough for 
all the men who are likely to come to you 
for the next few years as farmers or own- 
ers of small ranches. (Applause) The 
climate of the interior for at le.isl lOO 
miles north of the boundary line is a far 
shorter winter than that of most of ,\ll)er- 
ta or Athabaska. Losses of crnps from 
early frosts or of cattle fnmi severe weii- 
tlior are unknown to tho settlers of your 
upper valleys. In these, and I wish there 
were more of these valleys, all garden 
I>roiiuce and small fruits can be cultivat- 
ed with the greatest success. For men 
possessing from £200 to L'OOO a year I can 
coneoive no more attractive occiijiation 
than the care uf cattle or cereal farniH 
within your borders. (Loud applause. ) 
Where there is open land the ivlicat croii.-s 
rival thu best grown elsewhere, wliilu 
there is nowhere any dearth of ample [jrci- 
viaion of fuel and lumber for the winter. 
(Renewed applause.) As you get your 
oulonization roads pushod through and 
tho lines along the Fraaor river built yoii 
will have a large available acreage, for 
there are|quiet straths and valley.s hidden 
away anumg tho rich forests which would 
provide comfortable farms. As in tho 
Northwest lust year, so this year 1 have 
taken down the ovidonco of settlers, and 
this has been wonderfully favorable. To 
s.-iy tho truth I was rather hunting for 
grumblers and found only one. He was ii 
young man of ,supersei!sitiveness from one 
of our comfortable Ontario cities, and he 
said lio c<iuld not bear this country. .Aiix- 
souit to conic al Ihe truth, and desiring 
to search to the bottom uf things, we 
pressed him as to the reason. "Did he 
know of any cases of misery: had he 
foiiiul starving settlers !" The reply u.-is 
reassuring, for he .said, "No; but 1 itun't 
like it; nobody in this country walka; 
everybody rides." (Ituars of lauglitor.) 
You will be happy to hear that he was 
gniiig hack to Ontario. Let me now al 
hide in a very few words to those points 
which may be mentioned as giving you 
exceptional advaiitageM. If you are 
luiiulicapped in the matter of land iiieoiu 
parisoii with the priiVinces of the plains, 
you are Jertainly not so with regard to 
climate. (Cheers.) Agreeable as 1 think 
the steady and dry cold of an oasterii 
winter, yet there are very many who 
would undoubtedly prefer tho lem|HMa 
lure enjoyed by those who live west of 
the mountains. Even whore it is coldest 
spring comes in February, and thu coun- 
try is so divided into districts of greater 
ilrynoss or greater muisturn, that a man 
may always choose whether to have ii 
rainfall small or groat. I hope I am not 
wearying yon in dwelling iipiui these 
points, for my only excuse in mak- 
ing these observations is that 1 have 
loariit that the interior is to many oil the 
island as much a torra incognita as it was 
to nie, I can partly understand this af- 
ter .seeing the beautifully eiigineeri'd road 
wtiich w.as constructed liy Mr. Trutch, 
for although I am a.ssiirod it is as safe aa 
a church (laughter) 1 can very well un- 
derstand that it is plca.santer formally of 
tho ladies to remain on this beautiful 
ishiiid than to admire the grandeur uf the 
scenery in the gorges. .A,s yen have 
adopted protection in your ijolltici per- 
haps it would not be presuuiiituous in me 
to suggest that you should adopt lu-otoc- 
tiun also in regard to your precipices, 
(great laughter) and that should the wa- 
gon ruud be continued in usu, tliat a fow 
Douglas firs might be sacrificed to imiku 
even more perfect that excellent road in 
providing protection at the sides. He 
side.s the elin)ate which is so greatly in 
your favor, you have another great lul- 
vantage in tjactability and good conduct 
uf your Indian population. (Applause.) 
I believe I have aeon tho Indiana of al- 
most every tribe throughout the Domin- 
ion and nuwhuro can ymi liiid any who 
are so trustworthy in regard to conduct, 
(hear, hear) so willing to assist the white 
settlers by their labor, so indopondent 
and BO anxious to luarn the secret of the 
white man's power. (Cheers.) Where 
el.-iewhore you meet constant demands for 
aa.siatance your Iiidian.'i iii'ver ask foraiiy- 
(liiiig, form llui iniurviow yiveti to llie 
chiefs thoir wlude desire seemed to be for 
sclioola and schoulinaaters; and in reply 
to questions as to whether they would 
assist tlioinselves in securing such insti- 
tiitiotis they invariably replied that they 
wuuld be gli^d tq pay (or them. It is 
certainly much to be desired that some j 
of the funds apportioned for Indian pur- ] 
poses bo given tn provide theui fully with 
schools in wliich industrial edncntion may | 
well forin an important item.

I saw cut tho other day at Biirrard Inlet 
of forty inches square and ninety and one 
hundred feet in length down to sticks 
which can boiled as. props for mines 
or OS cordwood for fuel. The business 
which has assumed such large proportions 
along the Pacitic shore of the canning of 
salmon great as it is, is as yet ahuo.st in 
its infancy for there is many a river 
swarming with fish from the time of the 
first run of the sahuun in the spring to 
the lost run of other varieties in the 
autumn on which many a cannery ia sure 
to he established. Last but certainly not 
least ill the list of your resources eoinoa 
your mineral and chiefly your coal trea- 
sure. (Applause.) The coal from the 
Nanaimu mines now leads the market at 
San Francisco. Nowhere else in these 
countries is such coal to be found and it 
now being worked with an energy which 
bids fair to make Nanaimo one of the 
chief iiiiiiing stations <ui the ountinoiit. 
It ia of incalculable imi)ortance not only 
t(5 this Province of the Dominion but also 
to the interests of tho Empire that our 
fh-ets and mej'caiitile marine aa well aa the 
continental markets should be supplied 
fr<iiii this source (Hear, hear and cheers.) 
NN'heri^ you have so good a list of resour- 
ces it may lie almost superlluous to .-idd 
another, but I would strongly advise you 
to cultivate the attractions held out to 
the travelling public by the inugiiificence 
of your scenery. Lot this country be- 
coino what Switzerland is for Europo in 
the matter of good roads to places which 
may be famed for their beauty and let 
good and clean hotels attract the tourist 
to visit yourgrand valleys and marvollius 
mountain ranges. Choose some district 
and there are many from which you can 
chouse where tnvut and salmon abound 
and where s[iort may bo found among the 
deer and with the wild fowl. Select 
.•soMie pin-tioii of your territory where 
pines iurI firs shroud in thoir greatest 
richness the giant slopes and swarm up- 
wards to glacier stiowfield and craggy 
peak, and whore in the autumn the 
maples si'i-in as though they wished to 
iiiiinic in hanging gardens the gKiwing 
tints of the lava tliat must have streamed 
down the precipices of those old vol- 
canoes. (Loud cheering.) Wherever 
you find these beauties in greatest perfoe- 
tiuii and whore the river torient.s urge 
their currents most impel uoii.sly tliiMugli 
tlie Alpine gorges there 1 would connaol 
you to sot apart a region which shall be 
kept as a national park. In doing so you 
can follow the example of our southern 
friends, an example which I am sure Mr. 
Francis will again agree with me, one 
cannot do better than imitate and you 
would .secure that they who make 
the round triii from New \'iirl; or .Mon- 
treal .shall return from San Franci.sco 
i-r come thence nn the Caiiailiaii 
Pacific Railway, (Loud applause.)
